fron, and all manxer of evil Works : In which fin of Diviſion,

your Company and praftiſe, that upon conſcientious grounds

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bearts and Spirits which atk rrand evil egainſt which, -the

As alſo to have declared againſt the wnchriſtian profeſſion of ”_ Gs 
many, both Afeniſters and People of Chrift: who profeſſed "oy 
that the Churches have no power ſo to proceed with, and fen- 
tence ſcandalous Brethren without n ( omiſſion from Ceſar; 
to the great diſhonour of our .Lordand Maſter, and betray- 
ing his a»thority into the hands of Men.

Aad yet furrher in this your preſent engagemen?, . have you 
only Army and Armyilts miſcarri g:*, ( woes me that you 
have ſo many of them) tobewail, ana give warning of, did nor 
the then preſent rranſafions neceſiarily command you, or at .

And not firlt in at 1-alt as ſolemn open, and publique away, by 
declaring your fence 2nd abhorrency, of thoſe moſt prodigi- 
ous and helliſh Travſaftons : and exciting thoſe whom «t cons 
cernes , to ir.quire according to Dewt. 21. And Tudge for Godz 
and execute th: judgment ofthe Zord, according te all that 
he hath given them in commiſſion, 

I ſay and not firſf,thusacquit your own Souls, from fuſpition 
of guilt by conivance, of the blood of your Soveraign Lord 
Kivg [ames : who never diſmiſſed ns from our duty of allegi-
